Gatvauston, Tex., June 29.—([Special.]—A 
milch-cow race will start from the Town of 
Tyler, in Eastern Texas, the home of Gov. 
Hogg and the abiding-place of numerous 
other Texas statesmen. Clyde Seeberg offers 
a purse of $5,000 for the winner and $1,000 
for second place. Allherds will be allowed 
to enter provided they are 4 years old or 
over. Applications will be received until 
July 13. Euch person on entering a cow for 
the race will he furnished a two-wheeled 
gig, set of cow harness, one churn, 100 
pounds of meal, fifty pounds of bacon, ten 
pounds of eoffee, and cooking utensils with 
which to prepare their food. Drivers will also 
be allowed to consume all the milk and butter 
they desire for their own personal wants en 
route.

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HALF A MILLION PEOPLE EXPECTED 
AT THE FAIR. 


Terminal Station Officials Making Prep- 
arations for a Big Business Next Week 
Eastern Roads Will Give Half Rates 
and Will Land Passengers at the 
Ground Exposition Officials Hope to 
Influgnce Western Roads—Excursion- 
ists Azrive from the East. 

Preparations are being made on a large 
scale at the terminal station in Jackson Park 
for handling big crowds of people every day 
next week. Excursion trains from Eastern 
points are comingin daily now, but it is ex- 
pected that Fourth of July week will loosen the 
cords that bind many roads in association 
agreements and scatter loads of reduced gate 
sheets all oven the country. Every system 
centering in Chicago has already decided to 
reduce its rates for Independence day from 
points within a radius of 500 miles and \it is 
estimated that they will bring te the Fair on 
that occasion at least 100,000 people. THere 
are twenty roads and they will probably aver- 
age daily not less than five special trains of 
ten cars each. Some of the Eastern lines will 
be prepared to put on ten or fifteen extra 
trains if necessary. Michigan, Ohio, and In- 
diana are getting ready to turn out in force, 
The conductor of a Baltimore and Ohio train 
arriving yesterday said everybody was waiting 
for the Fourth. 

On that day the West Michigan, Michigan 
Central, Lake Shore, Pennsylvania lines, and 
Baltimore and Ohio will land all their excur- 
sionists at the World’s Fair terminal station. 
Though it is not likely that the Western roads 
will do the same, it is hoped by the Fair offi- 
cials that they will. It was reported at the 
terminal station yesterday, however, that the 
Burlington and St. Paul roads proposed to 
stop all their excursion trains at the Union 
Depot down-town, thus leaving the people 
they bring in to get to the grounds as best 
they can. 

General Manager Holcomb remarked yes- 
terday that if. such a plan had been decided 
on it should be changed, as the local trans- 
portation companies would have their full ca- 
pacity taxed to handle the city crowds and 
passengers arriving on regular trains. Add 
to these 40,000 or 50,000 people coming on 
excursion trains during the early hours of the 
day and there would be a congested condition 
of things at the down-town stations. 

500,000 People Tuesday. 

It is expected that there will be half a mill- 
ion people at the Exposition next Tuesday, 
How to get them there in the morning and 
take them away again within the space of a 
few hours’ time in the evening without occa- 
sioning more er less inconvenience is one of 
the questions now agitating some of the gen- 
tlemen in charge of the transportation de- 
partment. They say that if all the roads will 
run their excursion trains into the terminal 
station, thereby relieving the local lines and 
leaving them to take care of the local  busi- 
ness, everything will work much better than 
if seven or eight Westérn roads unload their 
excursionists at the down-town depots. With 
thirty-two tracks the terminal facilities for 
handling large crowds rapidly in Jackson 
Park are admirable.

The Illinois Central is pushing work on 
such changes in tracks and platforms as are 
necessary to enable it to run its World’s Fair 
trains into the grounds. ‘Two of the elevated 
platforms were erected yesterday. 

The Alley L road officials are making prep- 
arations to meet.the World’s Fair traffic 
July 4. They expect that it will exceed any 
demand yet made upon the company’s facili- 
ties. The entire equipment will be placed in 
service and a special schedule will be put in 
operation for the day, under which trains will 
leave Congress Street Station at intervals of 
twoand one-quarter minutes, beginning at 8 
o'clock a.m. Trains will run on that sched- 
ule until midnight. The officials declare that 
25,000 people per hour can be handled with 
ease, and 30,000 with little effort.

Meredith, Chairman of the Committee on 
Mr. Thacher hadn’t been in the 
conference room long before he was con- 
fronted with a list of 180 names which Mrs. 
Meredith proposed for appointment. Mr. 
Thacher didn’t-lose his breath, but he gasped 
mentally and proposed that instead of 1380 
Mrs. Meredith and Mrs. Palmer should name 
thirty-six. There was nothing satisfactory 
about this to the lady managers, and they didn’t 
yield. Then Commissioner Hundley pulled a 
copy of the act of Congress out of his pocket, 
and reading from section 5 declared that the 
Awards committee could not appoint the 
judges but that they would have to be passed 
upon by the full Board of Lady Managers, 
‘That was news to the representatives of the. 
Woman's Board byt they immediately said 
they were willing to do whatever was neces- 
sary.

No More Indignities for the Representa- 
tives of Foreign 

It is probable that there be no more ar- 
rests of foreign Commi in Jackson 
Park and that the Columbian Guards will 
shortly receive an order to this effect.

WISCONSIN EXHIBITS 10 SWIM m 
. THEIR NATIVE WATERS. 


The Disagreement Between the State Board 


and the Fish Commission Results in 
the Withdrawal of the Exhibit from 
the Fisheries Building=A fter Three 
Long and Bitterly-Fought Meetings 
Matters Come to a Climax=History of 
the Row. 

Wisconsin’s fish exhibit in the Fisheries 
Building at the World’s Fair is to be taken out 
and the handsome private car Badger, be- 


longing to the Fish Commission, will be |. 


hauled back to. Madison. 

The Wisconsin Board of World's Fair Man- 
agers and the Wisconsin Fish Commission 
have split upon the rock of contention and the 
board has refused to pay the bills of the com- 
mission contracted in the installation of the 
exhibit in the Fisheries Building, and, further, 
has refused to accept the exhibit, which com- 
prises all the food fishes which inhabit the 
waters of Wisconsin’s lakes and rivers and is 
among the notable displays in the Fisheries 
Building. 

This decision was reached venient’ at a 
meeting of the Board of Managers for Wis- 
consin. It was not snap judgment, for the 
matter had kept the board in executive session 
for three evenings until midnight and: Gov. 
George W. Peck of Wisconsin had vainly 
sought to bring about peace’ between the 
warring factions. 

Wisconsin’s Legislature appropriated $165,- 
000 for its exhibit in the World’s Fair,, pro- 
viding for the appointment of a Board of 
Managers by the Governor. The appropria- 
tion contained items amounting to $18,000 
for the exhibit to be made by the Fish Com- 
mission, but no stipulation was made as to 
how this money should be expended— whether 
it was to go through the board direct or 
whether the Fish Commission should receive 
the amount to be expended in the manner 
which should seem best to the members. of 
the Fish Commission.

CITY OFFICIALS LOOK AT THE RUIN, 


Building-Commissioner Toolen Inspects the 
Postofiice’s Cracked Walls. 

Some uneasiness is felt by those who have 
to do with the Government Building on ac- 
count of the manner in which the annex is 
being coupled to the main structure. The 
sills of the windows on the Dearborn and 
Adams street sides in the first story are to 
be cut down to the floor. This, it is claimed, 
will weaken the walls. The iron girders that 
will support the roof are to be fastened into 
the side wall just over the window arches, and 
this, it is feared, will also aid in weakening 
the already tottering structure. The north- 
east corner of the building is the portion of 
the structure that is regarded as the most dan- 
gerous. The largest cracks are in this por- 
tion of the structure and this part of the edi- 
fice has settled more than any other. 
„Commissioner of Buildings Toolen, who has 
had one of the city inspectors at work exam- 
ining the tottering pile for a couple of days, 
expects a written report from W. F. Gennung, 
the man making the inspection, today. Mr. 
Toolen has had several interviews with his in- 
spector and he had this to say yesterday: 

T hardly think the building is in any im- 
mediate danger of falling down, but I do not 
want to be understood as saying that the 
building is all night. It has been braved 
throughout with hog chains,’ and as long as 
these supports are in good condition it does 
not seem to me that the structure will tumble 
down. I will be better able to discuss the 
—.— when Ihave received Mr. Gennung’s 

rt.’ 

* question has been raised as to the 
city’s authority to inspect a stricture that 
belongs to the government, and, before send- 
ing an inspector to examine the edifice, Mr. 
Toolen had a consultation with Corporation 
Counsel Kraus, The latter told him that 
there could be no objection to making the 
inspection and reporting the condition of the 
building to the Secretary of the Treasury, it 
it was found to be bad; but as to directing 
the government to remove the building or 
ordering the City Fire Department to tear it 
down, there was some doubt in his mind.

It seems to 
be only a question of time until it will topple 
over and crash through the skylights into the 
Postoffice and let the floors of the northern 
part of the structure down.

Seven years ago the Chicago police force 
marched to the Haymarket square in the dié- 
charge of their duty as the guardians of the 
peace of the community. Confronted by ut. 
‘expected perils and new forms of death, they 
did not falter. The bursting bomb delayed 
but for a minute their ' onward march. 
„Where fell the dead the living * 
They routed the Anarchists and as was 
believed, an end to anarchy. ea 

Supposing they had played the cowards’ 
part then? Supposing that, frightened by 
the spectacle of their dead and wounded com- 
rades, and fearing a similar fate for them- 
selves, they had sought safety in flight? What 
would Spies, Parsons, and the philanthropic 
Fielden have done then? Would they have 
gone peacefully to their homes or urged on 
the bloody work? What would their accom- 
plices in other parts of the city, who, with 


pockets stuffed with bombs, were waiting for 


the news from the haymarket, hate done 
when they heard the police were routed? How 
many houses would have been sacked and 
burned that night; how many womep would 
have learnt what an Anarchist means by Ub- 
erty and freedom 
Seven years ago the people of Chicago, men 
and women, feeling that the police had stood 
between them and horrors like these, were un- 
wearied in their expressions of gratitude. 
They gave money as well as thanks, They 
followed the dead to their graves, and they 
promised that the crippled should not be for- 
gotten. And when some of the murderers of 
the haymarket paid the penalty of their crimes 
the people rejoiced over a righteous verdict, 
At a later day still, grateful for the bravery 
shown in their behalf, they erected on the 
haymarket a statue, yet standing there, 
though poorly cared for—the statue of a po- 
um with uplifted hand in the act of say- 
1 bay 1 nn OF THE PEOPLE OF u. 
LINOIS I COMMAND PEACE.’ a 


There is at Waldheim another monument 
erected to the memory of men who died as 
the fool dieth, who were put to death be- 
cause they had become the mad dogs of the 
community. On that monument isa motto 
which Altgeld should have remembered when 
he began writing his 17,000-word epistle— 
“Our silence will be more eloquent than 
words could be.” Fielden approved this 
sentiment Monday when he said: “I have 
learned that silence is precious.“ But in this 
one particular Altgeld is not a good Anarchist. 
Last Sunday the Waldheim tribute to the 
memory of criminals was unveiled. Six years 
have passed since Spies was executed, but the 
Avarchiste—still eloquent in their silence— 
have not forgotten him, Have the citizens of 
Chicago poorer memories than they? Are 
benefactors forgotten sooner than evil-doers? 
While the Anarchists welcome the three prodi- 
gals who have been let loose from Joliet, no 
one pays any attention either to the monu- 
ment which commemorates the dead officers 
or to their crippled comrades who are still in 
the land of the living. 

In the pathetic words of poor Rip, “ Are 
we so soon forgotten when we are gone?”’ 
Does the monument at Waldheim appeal to 
Chicagoans more than theone at the hay- 
market? Have the uneasy days and alarming 
nights of 1886 faded from. their memories? 
Do they approve of the action of the Governor 
in releasing Fielden, Schwab, and Neebe that 
they may add their votes to those to be cast 
against Judge Gary’s reélection this fall? Ifso 
it would be the latest and also the most strik- 
ing instance of the nn ingratitude of 
republics. 

Does such ingratitude pay? Should the 
Anarchists pluck up spirit again and plot as 
of old would the police with this striking les- 
son of forgetfulmess before their eyes be as 
brave as they were seven years ago? They 
might not think that death or wounds were 
compensated for by brief gratitude, followed 
by a Gu torial declaration that théir as- 
sailants Were in the right and that they had 
fought in a bad cause. If it is not true that 
e are go soon forgotten when we are gone.“ 
then Chicagoans should do something to show 
that the Governor does not speak for them 
Those men whose property was preserved by 
the heroism of the police and those women 
whose honor was saved them cannot afford 
to let the world believe that seven years have 
blotted the events of May, 1886, from their 
memories. The silence of the dead police- 
men should be at least as precious as that 
of the persons who put them to death. 


AMERICAN WEEK AT THE FAIR. 

The movement for the celebration of Amer- 
ican week at the Fair has been fairly launched 
and is making enthusiastic progress. The Ex- 
ecutive committee of the exhibiters, repre- 
senting each of the grand divisions of the 
country, New England, the Middle States, the 
West, South, and Pacific slope, has addressed 
a circular letter to each one of the more than 
22,000 American exhibiters at the Fair, set- 
ting forth the gencral outlines of the scheme 
and making an appeal which will not go un- 
heeded. They are already thoroughly orgay- 
ized under the title of Association of Amer- 
ican Exhibiters of the World's Columbian 
Exposition, with the purpose of observing 
American week in the interests of ex- 
hibiters. To this end the attraction 
mainly of an outdoor character, as an indoor 
celebration might conflict with the operation 
of departments. It is proposed to group the 
various interests on special days of the week. 
Thus the manufacturers, shoe and leather 
men, and merchant failors will have the 
American Manufacturers’ day; the agricult- 
ural; mining, fisheries, forestry, dairy, and 
live stock exhibiters the American Products 
day; the exhibiters of fine arts, liberal arts, 
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and anthropology the American Arts day; the 


women exhibiters the American Woman's 
day; the transportation, machinery, and elec- 


trical exhibiters the American Machinery day; 


and the last day will be celebrated by the 
United States Government exhibiters, On 
these days each class will keep open house 
and invest their exhibits with fresh and novel 
attractions. The celebrations will not be con- 
fined to the day. At night there will be 


brilliant illuminations, fireworks, and many. 


novel features which have not yet been seen 
at the Fair. The celebration really will ex- 
send over two weeks, for with the close of 


American week the exhibiters as a courtesy 
will make the following week a foreign exhib. |

LET THE RAILROADS BE HONEST. 

The undisguised brutality of Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s apothegm, the public be d—a,”’ is 
hard to bear, but it is not so irritating as the 
conduct of those who while squeezing the 
public as Vanderbilt did pretend to be bene- 
factors and claim that their policy is less op- 
pressive than it used to be. 

If an officer of a Western railroad had said 
to the people that the rates charged now to 
visit the World’s Fair were higher than had 


ever been charged before for similar gather- 


ings and that the reason they were maintained 
was that he believed the people were so eager 
to come to the Exposition that they would 
pay those higher rates, thus earning much 
money for the road, those living along the line 
would not have felt pleasantly, but they 
would have the poor satisfaction of knowing 
that that officer did not take them for fools 
who could be cheated with ease. But when 
he assures them that the rates have been low- 
ered 20 per cent within a few months to ac- 
commodate them and that they have no cause 
tor complaint then they get really angry, for 
these disingenuous statements meant to de- 
ceive are made on the supposition that the 
people can be easily imposed upon. 

It is true, as has been “pleaded on behalf of 
the Western roads, that their rates are 20 per 
cent lower than a few months ago. They are 
even 30 per cent lower to Kansas City than 
they were. And yet in spite of that reduction 
the regular rates are not so low as they were 
when the roads were warring a year ago. 
Would not it have been honester for the roads 
to state that fact, and would not it have been 
infinitely honester for them when people were 
complaining of the fares asked to come to 
the Exposition to admit that they were higher 
than had ever been charged to go to any State 
Fair or to any National gathering instead of 
talking about this 20 per cent cut? 

The Atchison tells the naked truth when it 
says: 

Many people along our lines who had intended 
visiting the World's Faig in the anticipation that 
rates as low as we havé.@USTOMARILY made in the 
past would be made Yor this at event have 
abandoned their intention in whole or in part be» 
cause our rates are higher than they expected 
II. e.: higher than has been customary.}] Many 
members of families are being left at home for 
this reason. Many parties have been disbanded 
for this reason. 

Other roads have sought to make the people 
believe that rates have been lowered. The 
Atchison says that those rates ‘“‘ customarily 
made in the past have not been given. What 
does it mean by those words? It means the 
rate of one fare for the round trip, which it 
has been “customary” for years to give to 
excursion parties, and which is being given at 
this moment to other than World’s Fair ex- 
cufsionists. People who want to come here 
to the Fair cannot because “ rates are higher 
than they expected.“ That is, the roads are 
asking more than they have been in the habit 
of doing. What can be more disingenuous, 
dishonest, and foolish also, than for one road 
to talk of a 20 per cent reduction, while 
another road says bluntly that not only has 
there been none, but the rates the people are 
interested in—those to the Fair—are higher 
than those ‘‘ customarily made“? 

Persons living on the lines of the Western 
roads have been able this syinmer to attend 
the Christian Endeavor Convention and sim- 
ilar gatherings for one fare for the round trip. 
Not so the infinitely greater number of peo- 
ple who want to see the Exposition. They 
have not been given the “‘ customary rates 
because the roads have fancied that 
they would travel without them. Why can- 
not these roads state frankly that that is the 
object of their refusal, instead of trying to 
humbug the people into the belief that they 
are being treated as well as they ever were, 
when they know that such is not the case? If 
they did not know it they do now, for the 
Atchisen has told them so. 

** Honesty is the best poliey,“ especially 
when dealing with people whom it is difficult 
to deceive, These disingenuous declarations, 
these statements meant to mislead, merely in- 
If the 
roads are not going to do the customary ”’ 
thing by them and give them their usual 
rates they ought to have the manhood to 
say bluntly: This is our watermelon, and 
we mean to cut it.“ 
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THE GRAVE SILVER PROBLEM. 

The price of silver per fine vunce of 480 
grains declined to 62 cents yesterday morn- 
ing in the New York market, That is equal 
to a trifle less than 48 cents for the value of 
the pure metal in the standard silver dol- 
lar of the United States, and corresponds to a 
ratio of 33.35 to one for the values of equal 
weights of gold and silver. The 63 cents per 
ounce at which the market closed is equal to 
48.7 for the specie value of the silver dollar 
and 32.6 for the commercial ratio. At the 
prices of yesterday silver was worth less than 
one half the value claimed for it by the’ silver 
monometallists who have tried to induce 
others to believe what they did not believe 
themselves that sixteen ounces of silver are 
worth as much as one ounce of gold, and 
would exchange for itin the open market if 


their crazy free coinage scheme were adopted 


by law. 

Dispatches from the West indicate a return 
of reason among the silver mine-owners, Sev- 
éral of therm have decided to close down till 
the teduced consumption can catch up with 
diminished production. Many of them are 
reported to be convinced that the Sherman 


lav is not now working for their benefit, and 


are willing to ask for its speedy repeal. They 
are stated also to hold it as probable that the 
legitimate demand for silver will be found 
sufficient to cregte for it a, wholesome and 
staple market, if freed from the perils of ar- 
bitrary governmental action in any direction. 
This position is sound and sensible. These 
gentlemen must accept the inevitable, and 


tho sooner they do so, leaving the impracticaa 
‘ble cranks to keep up the prate -about free 


silver, the better will it be for all concerned. 
Still another ray of hope comes in the shape 
of advices that several members of Congress 
are changing front on the silver question as a 
consequence of the news from Iidia. Gen. 
Tracy of New York is reported to have made

stringency in the money market, may induce 
him to change his program. Certainly this is 
much to be desired, The Sherman law ought 
to be repealed at the earliest moment possi- 
ble. Then the country would be reassured | 
on the money question. It would not be 
difficult to take care of the silver now on 
hand, though the load is absurdly large and 
heavy, silver would settle to about its com- 
mercial value, on which basis the miners 
could figure and determine what to do, in- 
stead of being on the tenter hooks of expecta- 
tion suspended over a slough of despair for 
two or three months longer than necessary, 
Money would be easier because of the reap- 
pearance of many millions of gold now held 
out of circulation, and the blatant dema- 


gogues who are yawping about a “ conspiracy 
against silver could take a rest following the 


discovery that their power for mischief had 
departed. The next step should be to make 
silver a legal tender at its commercial value, 
whatever that may be. Then we can have 
bimetallism in earnest. Otherwise bimetal- 
lism will be impossible. 

There should be no difficulty ln resolving on 
a return to financial soundness at once. Sen- 
timent in favor of repeal of the Sherman law 
is changing rapidly in the Southern States. 
Business-men in all sections of the union are 
suffering from the stringency and fearful of 
the consequences if the needed reform be de- 
layed much longer. The silver miners them- 
selves are convinced it is hopeless to struggle 
further for free coinage” on an artificial 
basis of valuation more than double the real 
value. Congress must recognize this impor- 
tant fact and at once rate silver on its merits, 
refusing to be any longer a party toa vile and 
costly blunder, which is now adniitted to be 
such by the very men for whose alleged bene- 
fit the mistaken silver policy was undertaken.

The public papers of all, executive officers 
may be searched in vain to find one so steeped 
in undiscriminating malicious ferocity ”’ as 
this recent manifesto of the Governor of IIli- 
nois. Four years ago Judge Gary, uninflu- 
enced and unbiased, united with two other 
Judges of equally high standing in defeating 
an inequitable foray which Altgeld was mak- 
ing on the City Treasury. That war an un- 
pardonable offense in the eyes of the latter, 
and all who were concerned in it were set 
down by him for slaughter. Because Alt- 
geld’s suit for allegéd damages had been ap- 
pealed on Mayor Roche’s order the former de- 
voted himself with passionate eagerness to 
prevent the Mayor’s reélection. He spent 
some of his beloved money to circulate the 
famous vest-pocket tickets which contrib- 
uted to the defeat of Mr. Roche. 

Mr. Altgeld has had no opportunity as yet 
to empty the vials of his wrath on Judge 
Moran or Judge Garnett, but they are on his 
blacklist, and if an opportunity is offered he 
will gratify his tenacious animosity. He had 
a chance to strike at Judge Gary and he did 
not let it pass. Other men, whose black 
blood · runs temperately bad,” might have 
confined themselves to the man they 
hated. . The undistinguising malicious 
ferocity”’ of Altgeld knew no restraint 
and he included in his denunciation not mere- 
ly the upright Judge who had baffled his de- 
signs on the Mollars of the taxpayers, but 
grand and petit juribs, his predecessors in the 
State House, the Supreme Court, the Chicago 
police, and the citizens who sympathized with 
them when murdered or maimed and who 
approved of the execution of their murderers. 
Not content with accusing Judge Gary of 
sending innocent men to the scaffold he made 
the same charge against the highest judicial 
tribunal of the State and did all that was in 
his power to poison the minds of the people 
against those to whom they must look for the 
protection of life, liberty, and property. 

Such an assault on a coérdinate branch of 
the government never was made before. At 
the beginning of this century, just after 
J efferson’s election, Judge Chase of the Su- 
preme Court, an ardent Federalist, delivered 
a charge to a Baltimore grand jury in which 
he said in substance that the country was 
going to ruin because of Mr. Jefferson’s elec- 
tion. Mild as his language was compared 
with the malignant ferocity” of Altgeld’s 
onslaught, the House of Representatives sub- 
mitted to the Senate articles of impeachment 
against him. The offense of the Judge was 
the act of any angry partisan. The meaner, 
more despicable offense of Altgeld was that of 
a man who could not forget the blighting of 
his pecuniary prospects by an upright Judge 
deciding in accordance with his conception of 
the law. The removal of Altgeld from the 
Governorship, would not be too severe a 
punishment for his act. 

Illinois has had Governors who have com- 
mitted errors. She has haa one who robbed 
But he stole her money, not her good 

Never did the honor of Illinois stand 
higher than when in 1887 she upheld liberty 
and law by hanging the Anarchists. The peo- 
ple of Europe and America alike felt proud 
of the Commonwealth that had shown how 
to deal with anarchy. Gov. Altgeld, in 
order tostrike at the Judgg who decided 
against him, has done all in Me power to de- 
prive Illinois of her fair name, to disgrace 
her inthe eyes of the world, and to cause 
strangers, ignorant of his animus, to believe 
that she had surrendered to the survivors of 
the gang she overcame in 1887, 

If that is not “ malicious ferocity „ which 
holds nothing sacred, and does not even spare 
the credit of a State in order to gratify an 
ancient grudge, where can it be found? It 
was not necessary for the Governor to rail 
like a fishwife against everything and every- 
body. He could have pardoned in silence, 
the wiser Fielden would have done. 
He could have let the “erring brothers” 
go without a word. He could have 
taken the ground that the lesson 
of 1887 had been an ample one, that anarchy 
was crushed, that those who had not felt the 
heavy hand of the law had ceased their plot- 
ting and abandoned their organizations, that 
their course had become weak and contempt- 
ible, and that the men in the penitentiary, re- 
pentant of what they had done, never would 
sin again. Assuming those things to be true, 
and that society had nothing more tw fear 
from Anarchists with stripes or without them, 
the Governor could have pardoned Fielden 
and his associates in spite of what they had 
done, as an act of contemptuous mercy. Had 
he acted thus there would have been no com- 
plaints at home or abroad—not even from the 
Anarchists. :

There is talk about

| having menaced the public health. Aeccord- 


ing to the report of the Investigating com- 
mittee the Sanitary Trustees in order to fa- 
cilitate the work of the contractors in cutting 
the drainage channel have narrowed the bed 
of the Desplaines River by building side dams 
and embankments. During the heavy rains 
about two weeks ago the narrow river chan- 
nel thus made was unable to carry the flood 
waters from the upper Desplaines. They 
broke over the Ogden dam at Summit and a 
portion of them was carried towards the city 
along the canal to Bridgeport, where these 
flood waters were taken up by the pumps and 
sent back and down the canal again. The 
waters in the river betwéen the Bridgeport 
pumps and the harbor have thus been left to 
stagnate. They have not been moved 
down the canal. The consequence of 
all this is the present state of the 
Chicago River, It hag not been in a 
worse condition for years. Whatever may 
be the action of the grand jury on the subject, 
it is certainly the duty of the city authorities 


by the subcommittee a remedy ought to be 
provided. It is intolerable that the so-called 
Sanitary Trustees should by their action en- 
danger the health of Chicago. It is true that 
there has been little movement of the river for 
amonth except towards the lake. The ex- 
planation for this offered by the grand jury 
committee is reasonable, plausible, and no 
doubt correct. The demming of the Desplaines 
may be of advantage to the drainage channel 
contractors. It is a menace to the city. The 
sooner the Mayor looks into the matter the 
better,

PEARY’S SHIP FALCON NOW IN PORT. 


Fitting Up the Vessel for Its Cruise in the 


Arctic Regions. 


New York, June 29.—[ Special I—Lieut. 
Peary’s ship Falcon arrived in port today and 
all the afternoon tradesmen were unloading 
provisions at its wharf in Brooklyn. On a 
bench by the cabin door sat Mrs. Starr, who 
is going to St. John to keep note of the 
carrier pigeons with which experiments are to 
be made. She is of middle age with gray 
hair. Mr. Peary, on springing on board, told 
her the pigeon trial made between Philadel- 
phia and this city had been successful, 
Then he went over the ship, see 
ing that everything was safe on board, 

Some of the burros were chafed and bruised 
in a fashion which seemed te furnish excuse 
for the protests which have been made to the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals.

At the 3 session of the congress 
Charles N. Thompson of Indianapolis com- 
pared the ‘benefits to be derived from buil4- 
ing societies and savings banks, and discussed 
the Building and Loan Association as an in- 
stitution for savings for the industrial classes. 
He claimed that the two systems are by no 
means rivals, but complementary in character. 
The savings bank takes the man with a home, 
who has been taught first principles of thrift 
and industry by the building society. Sta- 
tistics show that during the last year the de- 
posits in both classes of institutions have 
been increased materially. The building so- 
ciety is strictly codperative in its character, 
while the savings bank is not and cannot be. 
The methods of the two systems should not 
be confused, and neither can with safety to 
itself assume the functions of the other. A 
building society should not branch 
out into banking and insurance 
lines. The buildin association is 
the only institution which is allowed to take 
an unlimited amount of real estate security. 
The savings, bank is limited as to the amount 
of such security taken. The real estate se- 
curity taken by obi banks is in the . form 
of flat mortgages for large amounts. In 
building and loan societies the amount of 
loans is comparatively small and is being con- 
stantly red by weekly or monthly install- 
ments; The development of the building 
society was “the settlement of a problem in 
finance without the aid of financiers. 

„The principle of codéperation and mutuali- 
‘ty is the safety of the building society sys- 
tem, said Mr. Thompson. The system 
teaches 9 economy and inculcates 
thrift. e savings banks of New York do 
not take the — out of tenements and 
help them build homes. The savings banks 
cannot, with proper regard for reserve and 
security, pay above 4 per cent divideids. 
The building societies pay 6 per cent at least 
and ofdinarily from 8 tog per cent. No 
‘system teaches the workingman the lesson 
of practical economy as well as the building 


society. 

The seeond paper read treated of the bene- 
fits to the general public arising from the es- 
tablishment of local | associations. It was 
urged that the State should foster the growth 
of societies, inasmuch as their members were 
made better citizens and given something of 
an education in business affairs. The social 
benefits ‘arising from membership were 
likened to those arising from the old New 
England town meeting.“ The proposition 
was laid down that there is no more serious 

uestion before the — 4 of the country to- 
yt than that of eee housing the indus- 
trial classes. In New York 50 per cent of the 
houses contain eleven or more persons each; 
in all, more than 83 per cent of the entire 

population. In Philadelphia, the building 

5 per cent of the 
buildings used for dwellings contain eleven or 
more persons, or less than 13 per cent of the 
entire population. The ¢hange from tenancy 
to ownership promotes industrial prosperity 
and raises the standard of living. It was sug- 
gested that the duty of the State be to enact 
proper laws for the protection of ——— 
and their members and have general su 
vision of them.

The report offered by the 
committee was criticised as being too * — 
warm in not sufficiently expressing the indig- 
nation of the chaplains at the evils of the post 
exchange system of selling drink to the sol- 
diers. Several members sharply criticised 
the report for not expressing in the strongest 
terms the indignation of the chaplains at the 
crying evils of drunkenness and gambling 
prevalent in the army. 

Chaplain Bateman of the committee ex- 
plained that the report did not express the 
personal feelings of himself or the committee, 
but it covered the ground without laying its 
authors liable to reprimand. His allusion 
was to the army regulations which forbid 
any criticism by subordinates of existing reg- 
ulations.under penalty of a court-martial. The 
report was finally laid on the table for further 
consideration and the meeting adjourned until 
9:30 this morning.
